At  tho  firat  glaoca  It 
atfuek  him  aa  listing  rather  gaudy,  bat  aa  bo 
looked  at  the  whole  tbie  Impression  gradually 
wore  away,  lie  aaid  that  be  had  never  toen 
precisely-  such  an  opera  hanac  aa  he  would 
have  built,  bat  be  bad  acen  aom*  that  ap¬ 
proached  b|%  ideas  and  tba  Boyd  wm  one  of 
the  moat  artistic  of  three. 


Oscar  Wilde,  the  aeethetlo  poet  and  leader  of 
what  ie  termed  ''The  Arliatlo  Movemrnt,.*  de¬ 
livered  ble  lector*  on  ‘'Decorative  Art”  at 
Boyd’a  opera  home  laat  evening,  under  the 
aneplcea  of  the  Boelal  Art  clnb.  There 
ween  large  audience  oom  posed  of  oar  beat  peo¬ 
ple,  with  numbers  from  Lincoln  and  from 
Connell  BiufTi. 

J  ad  go  Savage  introdnoed  the  lecturer  la  a 
few  well  choaen  words.  Mr.  Wilde  waa  greeted 
with  conaiderable  applanae  a*  he  advacoed  to¬ 
ward  tho  footlights.  II*  wore  ibeaaltof 
black  va’val  with  knse-breschss  which  baa 
been  bla  usual  dreaa  in  thi*  ooontry.  HI* 
hair  fell  shook  hie  ebnutdera  in  heavy  inaaiet 
and  bit  dreamy,  poetic  face  grow  aaimatid, 
and  hi*  large  dark  eye*  lighted  op  ae  be  entered 
upon  hie  subject. 

In  tba  way  of  a  preface,  the  lecturer  declar¬ 
ed  that  in  every  great  country  there  l*  produc¬ 
ed  every  year  a  certain  axnoanl  of  artistic 
work,  and  that  he  should  apeak  of  the  ccen 
and  women  whu  have  tbd  power  end  the  know¬ 
ledge  and  the  eraatlre  facalty  to  prodaca  it. 
Tht*  beanty  of  life  which  we  call  art  is  not  for 
aa  to  leave  or  choose  as  wa  will,  bat  It  i*  a 
very  necessity  of  oar  live*. 

Thu  great  difficulty  yon  have  to  oontend 
within  America  If  yon  want  to  produce  any 
art  at  all  U  not  a  liak  of  intercat  in  art,  nut  a 
lack  of  luTe  for  art,  but  that  yon  do  not  hold 
the  handicraftsman  la  the  right  position  aad 
do  not  recognise  him  and  show  honor  to  Lira 
aa  you  should.  Yon  must  re- la  at  ale  him  in  hit 
right  ptsitiun,  and  until  yuu  do  art  will  be 
confined  to  the  few.  This  la  why  1  contend 
that  yon  are  the  meat  unpractical  of  people. 

The  leetarer  then  diecribcd  hie  impressions 
of  many  American  houses,  Illy  designed,  deco¬ 
rated  shabbily  and  in  bad  taste,  and  titled  with 
furnitar*  that  rim  not  bono-tly  made  end 
was  out  of  character.  lie  "hit  them  oil'* 
keenly,  and  the  ripples  of  subdued  laughter  ia 
the  audience  told  how  well  bis  deaoription  of 
their  •■horrors'’  was  appreciated.  Ilia  piotare 
of  ohearles*  row*  of  borne*,  glaring  bill  boarda 
and  muddy  street*  waa  equally  graphic. 

He  pointed  oot  that  this  wee  the  condition 
in  America,  whereas  In  England  the  artist  ami 
the  handicraftsman  are  brought  together  to 
their  tnntnfl  profit.  The  two  greatest  aohoole 
of  art  to  the  world  bad  their  origin  with  the 
haudiarafUraeu.  Arguing  from  thin  Mr.  Wild* 
pleaded  for  the  establishment  of  a  tohool  of 
design  in  each  city.  He  asserted  that  if  deco¬ 
ration  la  a  fine  arc  all  tb*  arte  are  fine  arte. 
The  real  teat  of  the  workmen  Ie  not  hia  indne- 
try  or  hie  earneatneee.bnt  hie  power  of  design¬ 
ing.  The  eurroanding*  of  the  handicraftsmen 


hj  tnpetby  to  which  ell  artiste  ere  to  iea*itlv*| 
and  the  people  not  undyrs  tending  (heir  work. 
We,  oe  the  other  hand, 'are  cuoeentrstlng  all 
the  eytiatia  genlae  of  England,  to  thaieach 
art  wlU  gain  and  learn  so  coach  from  it* 
brt^Nr  art*  that  the  people  will  aoderaland 
and  love  art  mors;  fur  tho  decorative  ertv  will 
indeed  beootn*  perl  of  their  doily  Ilf*.  It  will 
make  beautiful  the  eommoiw  reave  la  of  the 
hnase,  and  it  will  bseeree  so  natural  to  beao- 
tify  their  earroaodinga  that  even  It  the  people 
wiah  to  escape  from  it  they  will  not  be  able. 

**  We  also  are  making  oar  artisan*  artist*  by 
giving  them  beantif nt  design*  ,aod  noble 
modala, — for  *11  the  decorative  kite  of  Eng¬ 
land  have  been  gradually  falling  into  divnae 
and  nothing  that  was  made  for  the  ordinary 
service  of  tb*  boat*  waa  either  honastly  mad* 
or  beantifaL  W*  look  tn  this  an  tb*  real 
strength  of  oar  movement.  II  in  Indeed 
to  become  e  part  of  the  people's 
life.  It  mail  begin  not  in 
tb*  scholar’*  study — not  even  in  tb*  eladlo  of 
the  great  artist,  bqt  wlth^tba  handicraftsmen 
always.  And  by  handicraftsmen  Z  mesa  a 
man  who  work*  with  bL*  bead*;  and  not  with 
hi*  hand  a  merely,  bat  with  hie  head  and  hie 
heart.  Tke  evil  t£at  machinery  1*  doing  la 
not  merely  in  the  ’cornea tie noea  of  tte  work 
bat  in  the  fact  that  it  make*  .men  themselves 
machieea  also.  Whereas,  w*  wish  them  to  be 
artist*,  that  in  to  aay  man.  Mow  yon  see  what 
we  want.
